Wood (Colonial Under-Secretary.) replying. said that undonubredly 
in Hongkong ag elsewhere the force of public opinion was a powar- 
ful adjunct to the criminal law ia restraining illireatment of adopt- 
ed children. He understood that by Chinesa custom a girl could 
onty be made & concubine with the consent af the man’s wife, the 
girl herself, and her parents. .

Atths opeaing of the conference 
of the Britiah Chambers of Com- 
merce in China and Hongkong 
Mr, E. P. Mackay (Chairman af 
the Shanghai British Chamber) 
in his address of welcome regrett- 
ed the inability of Sir Bielby 
Alston and Admiral Sir Alexander 
Duff to attend the meeting. He 
welcomed Rear Admiral G. i. 
Borrett. Rear Admiral MacLach- 
lan, His Honour Judge Skinner 
Turner, His Honour Judge Peter 
Grain, Sir Everard Fraser and 
Sir William Branyate. He re- 
gretted that there was RO dele- 
gation from Hongkong but er 
pressed the belief thar Hongkons 
was with them in. spirit. for 
they also. beheved that 
the Conference was really valu- 
able to Britishinterests in the Far 
East. He iauded the attitude 
of tbe British Legation. Mr. 
Mackas, in rehaarsing the results 
brought about by last years con 
ference. Cited the Mint Loan as 
well asthe possibility of the erec- 
tion shortly of a Mint in Shanghei. 
‘He said :—We are further a7van- 
ced in- regard = 10 Trade 
Marks, ur mails and telegrams 
are better.

Dr. Sze reviewed the history of 
commercial.intercourse by the 
United States in the Orient and 
discussed the resources of Chins. 
Referring to the  traditiona) 
friendship of the United States 
for his country he said: 

“We have American altroism 
and disinterestedness toward 
China typified in your open- 
door policy; in your retorn 
of the surplus of the 
Boxer indemnity which has 
enabled ns to educate thousands 
of our best young men and women 
in your institutions of higher 
education; and later on in your 
interest in our troubles pertaining 
to Shantung, onr sacred province 
and the birthplace of our civiliz- 
ation; and, still more in the

sident Harding to Chira to parti- 
cipate in the conferenceof Pacific- 
Far Eastern problems.

On the subject of coal Mr.

that nationalization of the coal 
industry is necessary and desir. 
able, because coal, asthe chief 
source of power, is, like com- 
munications, in a category of 
industries “in regard to which 
tue responsibilities of the State 
ate direct and intimate,” sive 
these industries “ determine the 
under which -in- 
dividual enterprise and inidative 
can work.” Therefore let 
the collieries. be taken 
over by the State, the owners 
being bought out by an issne of 
Government stock. After this, 
the two darg:ts to be avoided 
are direct management by 8 
Ministry under Cabinet and Par- 
liamentary control and the set- 
ting up ot a producers’ monopoly. 
Mir, Muir’ssolutioniscontrolled by. 
a bodr of Commissioners, five in 
numter, sppointed for five years, 
but working throush managers 
of individual mines or groups of 
mines, whom they would appoint, 
and with complete power over 
every phase of the coal industry. 

Ig was at once objected that 
this wasa “super-bureancracy,” 
and a colliery proprietor denied 
that there was any real demand 
by» the miners themselves for 
nationalization, and contended 
that private ownership under the 
novel pront-sharing agreement 
just coucluded with the miners 
should be given a fair -trial. 
Neatly all the other speskers 
wero drastic critics of Mr. Muir's 
scheme, and the opinion of the 
Conference appeared to ba against, 
nationalization. 

Instead oof thrashing out 
nationalization jn regard to the 
railways, the Conference heard a 
critical description .of the new 
Railway Act by Mr. W. T. Lay- 
ton, of Weybridge. Surrey, who 
unites the positions of lecturer in 
economics at Cambridge and 
director of the National Federa- 
tion of Iron and Stee! Manu- 
facturers. 

The members of. the Confer- 
ence found themselves in prac- 
tically unanimous agreementthat 
the time had come when the 
party must say definitely and 
clearly that, whatever America 
does, Great Britain must cancel 
the war debts owicg to ber by 
France, Italy, and the otherAllies. 
This, and the demand that Great 
Britain shall surrender any 
fustber claim to’reparation from 
Germany on conditions, one of 
which should pe the rebuilding of 
the French devastated arcas by 
Germany, were the positive sug- 
géstions made by Mr. W.T. Lay- 
ton in the course of an address 
on international finance and its 
relation to export trede. The 
assent with v.bich these sugges- 
tions were received constitutes of 
these two propositions the first 
elements of the desired common

He pleads that, for the Washing- 


ton Conference, wa should gol. 
back to the tradition broken by |’ 


the Paace Conference and restore 
Freach as sha sole language of 
diplomacy. for the reason that to 
have more thau one authentic 
text of a diplomatic document 
leads to endless misanderstand- 
ings | 

Tt is impossible, M. Poincare 
argues, always torendera phraso 
from one Isnguage exactly io 
anothey, andthe Treaty of Ver- 
gailles, of which there are two 
authentic texts, one in French 
and the other in English, 
“abounds in contradictions in- 
herent in the nature of the two 
languages and almost impossible 
tocortect, There is a multituds 
of English words which have no 
equivalent in French, and vice 
teresa. From this come anomalies, 
awkward paraphrases, risky ap- 
proximations, and dangerous 
obscurities. 

He declares that the first line 
ofthe Treaty shows the “impos- 
sibitity of always employing 
words of the same origin to 
express the thought of the 
plenipotentiaries,” and he goes 
oo:—” Le Pact+ de la Societe des 
Nations “is nos “the Pact of the 
Society of Nations” Itis “The 
Covenant of the League of 
Nations,” and so if goes on 
right to tho signature. How 
could it be otherwise? Many 
expressions which English has 
derived. from Latin or from 
Freocb. which form half the 
English vocabulary, have been 
twisted by usage from their 
origins! sense. oe 

These innumerable shades of 
meaning will long be the subject 
of ingenious lessons for professors 
and a cause of onpleasant por- 
plexity to students. But’ it is 
useless that they should com- 
plicate the task of diplomats. 
When there is a single aothentic 
tex: one has at least the resource 
of going to in cage of conflict. 
When two or, still more when 
three versions have the same 
juridjcal valae, how is one to 
decide? M. Poincare asks iron- 
jeally if the diferesce can be 
laid befors’ the linguistic com- 
mittee of the League’of Nations, 


and adds, “I: is assuredly sim-} 


pler and mote convenient for all 
the world to preserve for the 
language which has hitherto 
Served as the standard s mission 
which i3 in’ no way Imperialist 
and which that language has 
always tolfilled to the advantage 
of clearness and reason.” 

Obviously,” M. Poincare con- 
cludes, “we cannot ask that 
French should be the only 
language spoken at Washington 
or that pres cerbuur should be 
written solely in oor languages 
but in the interest of all it woud 
be well that a single text shoald 
be autbentic, and that this should 
be ag formerly, and as only yes- 
terday at Saint Germain, Sevres, 
and Trianon, a French text. We 
do mot seek at Washington & 
satigfaction of our amour-propre. 
We merely desire that in tha 
American conferences there 
should be more ligot and more 
precision than in the conferences 
of Europe.” .

PHILIPPINE BOOK. * 
KEEPING REGULATION. — 


General Wood Supports 
Chinese Petition. - 

Governor-General Wood sent a 
message on the 26th. ult. to’ both 
houses of the Legislature recom- 
mending the postponement of the 
boakkeeping law, which would 
reqoire that after November 1. 
1922, all commercial books in the 
Philippines must be kept in Eag- 
lish, Spanish of a Filipino dialect. 

Governor Wood's messsge reads 
follows : 

“Ihave the honour to bring to 
the attention of the legislature the 
matter of petitions presented to 
the United States goverament 
to the governor 
‘representatives 
residents 
the Philippines praying for the 
repeal of Act No. 2972 entitled 
‘An act to provide in what lan- 
guage accouat books shall be kept, 
and to establish penalties for its 
violation.” “The law was sp- 
proved February Inst and by ita 
terms becomes operative Novem- 
per 2 proximo. It sppesrs that 
perhaps undae hardship may re- 
sult io many instances. 

“It is obvious that the Iaw may 
be destructive in effect, far beyond 
any compensating advantages to 
the public interest, if adequate 
time for preparation be not gract- 
ed, in the cases of merchants and 
other traders whose. operations 
aro on a relatively small scale, 
especially those located at points. 
far removed from educational 
centres or whe, for other good 
reason, may wot readily provide 
themselves with means for com- 
pliance with the law. 

“Tn the economic development 
of the Philippine Islands, trade 
with China and other foreign 
countries in the Orient and their 
nationals within tbe Philippines 
dates fron prehistoric times and 
is to-day s highly impor- 
tant factor. For the - future, 
wise public policy . must 
look to maintenance and further 
development of these valuable 
commercial relations and jncress- 
ing frieadsbip.
